Welsh, W. Va., October 17.—As a result 
of one of the worst tragedies in this little 
city in years three men are fatally 
wounded. The shooting occurred in the 
Palace hotel cafe. The fatallq injured 
are: 

ROBERT HUFFORD, 
merchant, shot three times. 

DR. C. R. MGDANIEL, one of the best 
known physicians in the county. 

JOHN WALDRON, deputy sheriff. 

Shortly before midnight Bufford was 
taking a lunch in the hotel cafe when a 
crowd of strange men entered, apparently 
intoxicated. They passed several re- 
marks which Hufford took as insults and 
he hurled a heavy glass at one of them 
and closed in for a fist encounter. At 
this juncture Deputy Sheriff John Wal- 
den rushed in to separate the participants 
in the battle, as also did Dr. McDaniel, 
who was seated at a near table. Hufford 
was jerked rather roughly by the deputy 
sheriff and he quickly pulled a gun, which 
he turned on the officer. 

Waldron is quick with a gun and in 
an instant he also brounght his revol- 
ver into action. Dr. McDaniel being 2

Northwestern Roads. 


BURLINGTON THE NUCLEUS 


Capital Stock of the New Company Is 
Fixed at One Hundred 
Millions. 


Burlington, Iowa, October 17.~What is 
believed to be the first tangible move in 
the Hill-Morgan deal for the consolida- 
tion of northwestern roads was taken 
here when the articles of incorporation 
for the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railroad Company were filed in the coun- 
ty auditor's office. 

The capital stock of the new company 
is $100,000,000, and its object, as set forth 
in the articles of incorporation, is to 
acquire the Burlington system and other 
roads and to maintain a railroad in the 
states of Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Colorado, Wyoming, South Da- 
kota, Montana, Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
The life of the corporation began October 
15 1901, and will continue for fifty years 
with the princival place of business in 
surlington, Iowa. 

It is said that the corporation will 
take charere of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Railroad Company and the 
many lines. leased and controlled by that 
company, - and then transfer them all 
together to the Hill-Morgan syndicate. 

This new corporation is legally entirely 
separate from the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Railroad Company. The old 
company is incorporated under the laws 
of the state yof Illinois, while the new 
one is controlled by the laws of the state 
of Iowa." Thére is but one change in the 
name of the company, the old is a “rall- 
road’’ comvnany and the new a “railway”’ 
company. 

Wall Street Interested. 

New York, October 17.—Incorporation of 
the new Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railway Company in Iowa excited un- 
usual interest in Wall street, particularfy 
on account of the recent reports that 
plans were under way for the clearing 
up of ,the northwestern railroad tangle. 
The statement in the charter of the new 
company that it will take over the Bur- 
lington svstem was unexpected, In view 
of the fact that Burlington stock was 
recently retired by an issue of bonds 
jointly guaranteed by the Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific. 

The theory was advanced that this was 
only the nucleus of the company which 
would acquire the two latter evstems 
as well as the Burlington. The only in- 
formation to be had today, however, was 
that only the Burlington system will be 
aceuired and that the new company 


has been organized to gather in some 
of the minor divisions of that system. 
This was not generally understood, #3 it 
was difficult to see how the expense of 
organizing a $100,000,000 com~-any should be 
incurred to simply further consolidate 
Burlington properties, which already are 
in compact form. 

The earnings of the Burlington system 
for the past year are nearly three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars less than the 
amount necessary to pay interest on the 
new bonds. The guaranteeing roads, of 
course, are responsible for an~« deficiency. 
By issuing new stock for these bonds 
this burden ‘upon the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern would be removed, 
and by retaining a majority of the 
stock of the new companwv control of the 
Burlington system could still be held. 


MAN AND CHECKS ARE GONE. 


Believed Bank Messenger Has Been 


Foully Dealth With. 

New York, October 17.—George A. Ar- 
mitage, a messenger at the new Amster- 
dam national bank, in this city, has been 
missing since Tuesday last. When he 
disappeared he had with him $60,000 in 
checks and drafts. The bank officials 
believe that he has been foully dealt with. 
Armitage had been in the bank’s service 
for some time and had always been found 
reliable and punctual. 

On Tuesday he went out to collect on 
checks and. drafts received by his bank, 
the sum being variously stated at from 
$25,000 to $60,000. He failed to return to 
the bank and has not been seen since. 

This morning the bank officers received 
by express the bank’s wallet which Ar- 
mitage had carried, containing all the 
missing checks and drafts except $5,996.58, 
which may be actual cash or negotiable 
paper. 

It is argued by the officers that if Ar- 
mitage had absconded he would never 
have returned the wallet. On the contra- 
ry ti@y have learned that on ‘Puesday 
night he collected a check of the bank’s 
for the smal! amount of $3.50. This, it ts 
thought, he would: hardly have done if he 
intended to run, as he would Rave been 
content with the bank’s money already 
in his possesion. The missing messenger 
was formerly employed by the Chase na- 
tionai bank, by Park & Tilford and by 
Frank Tilford. He has always borne an 
excellent reputation. His mother is dead, 
his father lives in New Jersey and he is 
boarding tcgether with a brother and sis- 
ter in this city. 


Lost with Thirty Lives.

Surgeons Who Attended 
Late President. 


WOUNDS IN: THE STOMACH 
WERE SEEMINGLY HEALED 


Gangrene—Signs of Fatty De- 
generation of the Heart. 
Impossible To Locate 
the Bullet. . 


New York, October 17.—The New York 
Medical Journal] for October 19 will con- 
tain the full official report of the sur- 
geons who attended the late President 
McKinley in Buffalo. The report lays 
emphasis on the complete harmony that 
existed among the physicians. It says 
of the operation that the utmost care 
was used to prevent infection of the ab- 
dominal cavity and of the wound. The 
wounds in the stomach were sutured 
with silk, using double rows of stitches 
so arranged that the greatest possible 
security was given to the sutured spots. 
The application of these stitches was ac~« 
companied by great difficulties, especial- 
ly the suturing of the opening in the 
posterior wall of the stemach. The chief 
trouble was the depth of the abdominal 
cavity, the lack of instruments to draw 
the edges of the wound apart during the 
sewing and the lack of good light. Speak- 
ing of the search for the bullet during 
the operation, the report: says: 

“The operation on the stomach now 
being finished, Dr. Mann introduced his 
arm so as to palpate carefully all thé 
deep structures behind the stomach. No 
trace of the bullet or of the further track 
of the bullet could be found. As the 
introduction of the hard in this way 
seemed to have a bad influence on the 
president’s pulse, prolonged search for 
further injury done by the bullet, or for 
the bullet itself, was desisted from.” 

It was decided net to introduce any 
gauze or tubes into the abdomen for 
drainage, as this was not necessary; but 
the wound was not sewed up so tightly 
that no drainage could take place nat- 
urally. 

Removal of the Stitches. 

On the fifth day, September 10, took 
place the much discussed removal of 
stitches from the wound in the abdoml- 
nal wall. The report says: 

“In the evening the dressings were 
examined, and as there was considerable 
staining from. the discharges, it was 
thought best to remove four stitches and 
to separate the edges of the wound. A 
little slough was observed near the bul- 
let track. It covered a space nearly an 
inch wide, the thickness of the flaps. 
The suppuration seemed to extend down 
muscle.” 


“PUZZLES THEM|:

It may have resulted 
from the rotation of a nearly spent ball 
or ficm the simple concussion of the bul- 
let ag it passed into the soft tiscues. Th* 
injury to the pancreas, p*oducing a cavi- 
ty within it, occurred during the passage 
of the bullet beceuse the cavity was 
found walled off by '‘fibttn in an advanced 
stage of organization. There was no 
leakage of pancreatic, fluid into the sur- 
rounding tissues,,... The extensive gan- 
gre.1¢ of the pancreas scems to have 
been an important factor in the case. 
though it had never been shown how 
much of this organ must be’destroyed to 
cause death. The wound in the kidney 
is of no importance except as showing 
the track of the bullet. The diseased 
condition of the heart muscles shows 
why the pulse was so frequent and why 
it did not respond to stimulation &t-the 
critical time. 

No Germs Found. 

The report of the bactériologist, Dr. 
Herman G. Matzinger, is largely what 
the doctors call ‘‘negative,’’ namely, it 
concérns rather the absence of germs 
than their presence. As the result of 
an examination of various tissues and 
fluids removed, Dr. Matzinger concludes 
that “the absence of known pathogenic 
bacterio, particularly in the gangrenous 
cavity, warrants the conclusion that bac- 
terial infection was not a factor in the 
production of the condition found in the 
autopay.’’ é} 

A chemical analysis by Dr. Hill of 
the remaining bullets atid of the contents 
of the cartridges chambers in the murder- 
cr’s pistol shc wed that there was noi pois- 
onous material, thus ‘disposing of the 
theory of a poisoned bullet.

He agreed with Secretary 
Gage that the financial system had not 
reached that point of development where 
a people of so much progress, 50 much 
energy and force as the people of the 
United States have a right to expect that 
it should. He would like to see legal 
tenders of the government retired, as 
there is always a possibility of their re- 
issue in a form that will be detrimental 
to the country.

The sub-treasury should be conducted as 
is the business of a private individual or 
large corporation. He would restrict 
revenues where the credit of the country 
could be. maintained. He believed in 
great banks and a branch system of 
banks.

Nation—Boston Gets 
Next Convention. 


San Francisco, October 17.—The trien- 
nial convention of the Episcopal church 
of Amerita has adjourned sine die. The 
next convention is to be held in Boston, 
in 19044. The day was a busy one in both 
houses, most of the time, however, being 
taken up in the discussion of matters 
which were not definitely decided. It 
was agreed to make Honolulu and Cuba 
districts and to create ‘he 
missionary district of Salina out of the 
giocese of Kansas. The housed failed to 
eoncur, however, in the proposed setting 
apart of a portion of the diocese of 
Springfield, Ill, as a missionary district. 
The election of Rev. Cameron Mann as 
missionary bishop of North Dakota was 
concurred in by the house of bishops. 
Both houses agreed to the report of the 
committee on the proposed Huntington 
amendment to article 10 of the constitu- 
tion.

Clark Meets Death at Hands of Man 
He Assaulted. 


STORY GIVEN IN DETAIL. 


Slaying of a Negro in Bibb County 
Is Laid by Letter of Complaint 
Before Governor. 


Macon, Ga., October 17.---(Spectal.)--- 
The Constitution today contained a news 
story in its local columns to the effect 
that the governor had received a letter 
from a negro which stated that a son of 
the negro had been killed in Bibb county 
by a white farmer and a constable, and 
that the two men had buried the negro 
in the woods, anfi the writer of the let- 
ter wanted to know of the governor if 
there was no redress or protection for the 
negro ‘in Georgia. The particulars of 
this killing and burial were duly pub- 
lished in The Constitution last week in 
its Macon correspondence. Briefly, the 
facts are as follows. 

Will Clarke, the negro who was killed 


gun to kill another negro on Georre Ox- 
ley's. olantation near Macon. Oxley 
came to Macon and swore out a warrant 
against Clark charging him with intent 
to murder. The warrant was given to 
Deputy Sheriff Hires Millirons to serve. 
When the officer, accompanied by Ox- 
ley, went to arrest Clark, Clark asked 
who swore out the warrant, and when 
informed that it was Oxley, the negro 
marie a rush at Oxley wit h@ drawn knife. 
Oxley shot and killed him in self-de- 
fense. Coroner Davis held an inquest, 
and the verdict of the jury was that the 
killing was entirely justifiable. None of 
the dead negro’s relatives would ccme to 
claim the body, and none of the negroes 
in the neighborhood would take charge 
of it for burial, so it was buried by Mill- 
irons and Oxley with the full knownelge 
of a number of persons. The local news- 
papers publisited the story of the affair 
at the time it happened.

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OF THE CIVIL WAR 


Tablet Is To Be Erected with the New 
Bridge at Columbus. 


WILL BE THE ALABAMA SIDE 


Movement Is on Foot To Have a Tab- 
let Which Will Tell the Story 
of What Is Saii To davsa 
Been the Last 
Struggle. 


Columbus, Ga., October 17.—(Special.)— 
To commemorate appropriately the battle 
of Columbus in connection with the new 
steel bridge which Columbus is to build 
across the Chattahoochee river is a senti- 
mental and appropriate feeling now prev- 
alent In Columbus. 

It was near the Alabama end of the 
bridge that the last battle east of the 
Mississippi river—and what is now said 
to have been the last real battle of the 
civil war—was fought. It is now pro- 
posed to erect at that end of the bridge 
a marble tablet bearing appropriate in- 
scription, 

Charles Jewett Swift writes interesting- 
ly in support of his claim that the battle 
of Columbus was, officially considered, 
the last battle of the civil war. He says 
in part: 

“The World’s Almanac records the last 
battle of the civil war to have been at 
Columbus, Ga., on Apri] 16, 1865. The site 
cf this battle was at the entrance of the 
bridge across the Chattahoochee river, 
on the Alabama side. 

“General Lee surrendered at Appomat- 
tox on the 9th of April, 1865. President 
Lincoln was assassinated on the 14th of 
April, 1865. 

“General Johnston surrendered on 
April 26, 1865, preceded by an armistice 
between him and General Sherman, com- 
mencing soon after the surrender at Ap- 
pomattox. 

“President Davis was captured on the 
10th of May, 18665. General Kirby Smith 
fought the battle of Boco Chico, on the 
Rio Grande, Texas, on May 26, 1865, and 
on the same day surrendered, but many 
of the officers and men under him in 
the trans-Mississipp! department escaped 
inte Mexico and enlisted in the cause of 
Maximillian. The battle of Boco Chico 
was quite a while subsequent to the sur- 
renders of Generals Lee and Johnston, 
and more than two weeks after the cap- 
ture of President Davis, the civil and 
military head of the confederate govern- 
ment. It can safely be assumed that 
Kirby Smith had heard of the armies 
of the confederacy surrendering. But at 
the time of the battle of Boco Chico his 
men were making toward the Mexican 
border, getting out of the jurisdiction 
of the confederacy and the United 
States. 

“The fight at Boco Chico cannot be re- 
garded otherwise than a warlike, des- 
ultory act, with no remnant of the con- 
federate civil or military establishment 
left to sustain or sanction it as a battle 
of the civil war. 

“At the time of the battle of Columbus, 
Ga., April 16, 186, Lee had surrendered, 
but Johnston had not surrendered, and 
the chief of the confederacy had not been 
captured, nor had he and his cabinet sub- 
mitted to capitulation. 

“Therefore, the battle at Columbus 
was a battle’ of and during the war; and 
is clearly entitled to distinction ag the 
last battle of the war and the last duly 
authcrized military stand of the then ex- 
isting confederate government. The con- 
test should be commemorated by a monu- 
ment or marble tablet, upon which should 
be inscribed the character of the event 
and its chapter in history. In the com- 
pletion of the new bridge) this should be 
done. 

“Colonel Charley Lamar, of Savannah, 
Ga., was killed In this battle at the en- 
trance to the bridge, and if the struggle 
is recorded as the last battle of the war. 
Colonel Lamar will go down in history 
as being the last man killed in a battle 
of the civil war. Colonel Lamar was the 
last man to bring negroes from the west 
coast of Africa to be sold as slaves in 
the south. This was just prior to the 
war. His ship was the Wanderer, land- 
ing Or attempting to land at Savannah 
with its cargo of human chattels. Gen- 
eral Henry R, Jackson, as United States 
district attorney, instituted proceedings 
in the United States court to prevent the 
discharge of the Wanderer’s cargo and to 
enforce the penalties against Colonel La- 
mar for the violation of the federal law 
for the suppression of the African slave 
trade. 

*‘Wilson'’s federal cavalry was concen- 
trated against the band of confederates, 
opposing them on the Alabama side of 
the Fourteenth street bridge.’’

Americus, Ga., October 17.—(Special.)— 
There are reasons to believe that the 
existing trouble in Americus relative to 
the cotton shipment caused by a conges- 
tion of cotton at the. ccmpress here, to- 
gether with the refusal cf the railroads 
to issue bills of lading to shippers until 
the cotton is compressed and actually 
aboard cars, will be speedily adjusted. At 
a conference of local warehousemen an 
invitation was extended to th raflway 
officials at Savannah to come hete and 
investigate the conditions for themselves, 
Both the Central and Seaboard lines will 
seni representatives tomorrow, while 
President Hanson, of the Atlantic Com- 
press Comipany, will also be here. It is 
belicved that when the case is prerented 
to inesé officials they wili afford the re- 
lief desired. An overflow of cotton at 
the compress is largely responsible for 
the existing difficulty. This is caused, 
as bas been stated, by the closing of the 
Daweon press by the Atlentic Compress 
Company for, ag the company alleges, 
economical reascns, thus forcing more 
cotton into Americus than cculd be han- 
dled as expeditiously as shippers desired.

. Shot to Death Near tome 
LIFE TAKERS LEAVE NO CLEW 


Returning from a Mill, Within 
Short Distance of His Home, 
Farmer Smith Is Shot Down 
by Murderers Who 
Easily Escape. 


Greenville, S. C., October 17.—(Special.> 
Calvin M. Smith, a prominent planter of 
Iickens county, this state, with an ex- 
tensive plantation some 17 miles from the 
Fickens county court house, left home 
yesterday afternoon on horseback for a 
mill 4 miles from his residence. 

After completing his business Smith lef! 
the mill at sundown for home. 

About 9 o'clock Tuesday night Luther 
lfendricks, passing along the mill road, 
when 2 miles from the mill, found the 
dead body of Smith in the middle of the 
read. Hendricks gave the alarm and with 
neighbors, who responded, teok the body 
home. A gunshot wound in the left side 
had. an examination revealed, caused in- 
stant death. 

From the nature of the wound 
it is surmised that the assassin 
believed Smith would return from 
the mill after dark. The indications are 
that Smith's slayer hid on the left hand 
side of the road in thick brushes await- 
ing his victim’s return. 

Smith was a popular man. He was re- 
spected by all who knew him. He had 
lived for years with Mrs. Burton, an aged 
lady, whose farm and property he man- 
aged. She looked upon Smith as a son, 
and when she died willed him a valuable 
farm of 423 acres. Some of the heirs of 
Mrs. Burton tried to break the will and an 
expensive litigation followed, but Smith 
won. Smith was 40 years of age and un- 


married. He raised a grandchild of L.rs. 
, Burton, who, with a relative, kept his 
‘house. There are suspicions, but no ac- 


tual clew to the murderer.

ter county, dissolved the injunction, and 
the cattlemen appealed to the supreme 
court.

Roland Molineux Emerges in a 
Blithesome Mood. 

New York, October 17.—Roland B. Mo- 
lineux, after spending eighteen months 
in the death house at Sing Sing prison, 
is tonight in his old cell in the Tombs, 
this city. In charge of Detective Mce- 
Naught he was brought from the state 
prison during the afternoon and reached 
the Tombs at 5:30. He was accompa- 
nied on the trip by General Molineux and 
George G. Battle, one of his counsel. 

Molineux’s appearance did not bear out 
the stories that he had grown stouter in 
Sing Sing. He looked very healthy, al- 
though showing the prison pallor, but 
very spare, and there were slight hollows 
in his cheeks. Although slender, he look- 
ed the athlete that he is—wiry and active. 
There was no crowd at the Tombs when 
the carriage containing the party drew 
up before the door. Molineux stepped 
out, blithely greeting reporters and oth- 
ers whom he knew, and stil] walking with 
his father and bowing right and left to 
the employees of the prison whom he 
met. Once inside Warden Pagan took 
Molineux’s pedigree. 

At the conclusion of this formality Gen- 
eral Molineux bade his son good night 
and emerged from tl prison with Mr. 
Battle, General Molineux looked happier 
than at any time since his son was con- 
victed of murder,.and every time he an- 
Swered a question there was a smile of 
his face. 

The warden personally conducted Moll- 
neux to his old cell.

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Why the Plea of Guiity Was Ignored | 
By the Court. 

Many of our readers have been puz 
zled over the provisions of the crimt- 
nal statutes of New York which made 
it possible for Czolgosz to obtain a 
hearing before a jury notwithstand- 
ing the plea of guilty which he en- 
tered at the time of his arraignment 
in open court. Instead of allowing 
this plea to stand the plea of not 
guilty was entered upon the records 
and the case was submitted to the 
jury for investigation. 

Some light is thrown upon this 
extraordinary legal proceeding by a 
ease in point, which The SBoston 
Transcript calls to mind, and which 
was tried several years ago under 
the law of Massachusetts. Says The 
Transcript: 

The provision in the New York law 
brought into notice by the Czolgosz case, 
for a jury trial in capital cases notwith- 
standing a plea of guilty by the accused, 
recalls the celebrated case of Edward W. 
Green, who murdered Frank E. Converse 
in Malden, December 15, 18638. Green was 
arraigned upon an indictment for murder 
in the first degree in the Massachusetts 
supreme court before a single justice, 
Ebenezer Rockwood Hoar. He pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced Without giving 
the case to the jury. This was according 
to the provision of section.8, chapter 112, 
of the gereral statutes, “A person iIndict- 
ed for a capital crime may be arraigned 
before the court held by one justice, argi 
if he pleads guilty such court may award 
sentence against him according to law.’’ 

Hon. John A. Andrew, then governor 
of the state, declined to sign Green's 
death warrant on the ground that section 
3 of chapter 160 of the general statutes 
provided that the ‘‘degree of murder shall 
be fouhd by the jury,” and also because 
of the provision in the constitution, chap- 
ter 3, article 2, ‘“‘Each branch of the leg- 
islature, as well as the governor and 
council, shall have authority to require 
the opinions of the justices of the supreme 
judicial court upon important questions | 
of law and upon solemn occasions.” By | 
vote of the council at the instance of the 
governor the question raised in this case 
by the executive was referred to the su- 
preme court. The court returned an opin- 
ion, signed by Justices George T. Bigelow, 
Theron Metcalf, Reubén A. Chapman, 
Charles A. Dewey, Ebenezer R. Hoar an:j 
Horace Gray, Jr., in which it was held 
that it was competent for the court when 
held by a single justice to arraign, try 
and proceed to sentence, upon a plea of 
guilty. The court further held that the 
provision In chapter 1@ of the general 
statutes that the degree of murder shall 
be found by the jury was intended to ap- 
ply only in cases wheré there is a trial 
of an indictment for murder, or on a gen- 
eral plea of not guilty, or a plea of guilty 
of murder in the second degree, and not 
guilty of murder ii the first degree. 
“But,” they say, “it is not designed to re- 
peal or alter the well-established rule o/ 
the common law by which a party indict- 
ed for an offense, however great its na- 
ture, May enter a plea of guilty thereto, 
if he sees fit to do so. In such a case there 
is no issue to be submitted to a jury on 
which a verdict can be found.’’ 

Notwithstanding this unanimous opin- 
ion, in which, by the way, the justices 
took occasion'to say that they had taken 
this view at the time of the sentence, 
Governor Andrew withheld his signature 
to the death warrant, and the sentence 
of seed court moe not approved by the 
executive until Governor Bulloc

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Southern Industrial Statistics. 

Some interesting figures have re- 
cently been compiled by The Chatta- 
nooga Tradesman, showing the nun: 
ber of industries which have sprung 
up in this section for the quarter end- 
ing September 30, 1901.

The End of Mr. Addicks. 

The president has applied pressure 
to the exit of Mr. Addicks from the 
politics of Delaware, and he has there 
by done something toward the pro- 


' motion of decency in public affairs. 


The test came up on the appoint- 
ment of a postmaster for Wilming- 
ton, the choice falling on William H. 
Heald. Mr. Heald has been not only 
a decided f®gular republican, and 
steadfastly opposed to Addicks, but 
he has been one of the most deter- 
mined, persistent and active of that 
band which never would admit that | 
there could be any surrender or con: 
promise permitted of the choice cf 
Addicks for senator, under any cir- 
cumstances whatever. This is just 
ihe kind of an appointment that was 
to be expected from President Roose- 
velt, and he has fulfilled expecta- 
tions. In this case no political for- 
malities have been overlooked. Con- 
gressman Ball is the only represer: 
tative in congress from the state, and 
he was consulted about the appoint- 
ment. Representative Ball is an anti- 
Addicks man, and. of course, with his 
knowledge of political affairs and men 
in his estate, he selected, when he was 
asked to name a thoroughly trusted 
man, one who won confidence by his 
stand on the Addicks question, The 
Philadelphia Ledger says: 

There could not be a. better test of a 
man’s civic virtue then his attitude to- 
ward the disgraceful contest which has 
been waged in Delaware for a dozen 
years. In that contest Mr. Heald has 
been “‘strenuoys.’’ Our Washington cor- 
respondent says that in reaching a de- 
cision on this case ‘‘business reasons were 
the primary consideration, both with the 
department and with the  president.’’ 
There is no doubt of it. and it was sound 
business and good politics, too. The 
president, of course, did not start out 
with the sole object of discouraging the 
Addicks contingent: his main object was 
to get an efficient postmaster. He knew. 
however, that Mr. Heald had been, and 
still was, an enemy to the union repub- 
Hean faction and all its works; and de- 
cided to make the appointment, ‘‘no mat- 
ter what the political inferences to follow 
might be.’’ Our correspondent adds: 

“It is not expected that President 
Roosevelt will use the patronage of the 
State to carry out any policy that he may 
have formed to apply to the situation; he 
will simply go forward appointing good 
men to good offices, and let the political 
consequences take care of themselves.”’ 

That is the best course, and it ts the 
best kind of politics. If the president in 
his Delaware appointments simply looks 
for the most trustworthy men, and takes 
the advice of any man who can be con- 
ceived of -as an adviser, there is not the 
slightest danger that he will select an 
Addicksitese From this time on the de+ 
cline, fall and utter disappearance of the 
union republican faction may be looked 
for. The seven trustworthy members of 
the last Delaware legislature, who would 
not be cajoled nor bullied, but stood fast 
for the honor of their state, and their 
courageous and honorable supporters 
known as the regular republicans, have 
not labored in vain. 

The president will do well if he can 
clean out the unsavory places in the 
republican establishment. He might 
now turn ‘his attention toward Penn- 
sylvania.

TREND OF CURRENT TOPICS. | 


(From The New Orleans Times-Democrat) 
The recent resolutions of the Louisiana 
Sugar Planters’ Association against the 
proposed reciprocity with Cuba heve 
attracted the attention of a number of 
southern papers, which realize how much 
sectionalism there is in the measure. 
“The Louisiana Sugar Planters’ Asso- 
ciation has scented the danger in the 
proposed Cuban arrangement, which may 
be taken ag an illustration of the whole 
subject,’ says The Atlanta Constitution, 
commenting on this matter. ‘‘Cuba needs 
machinery, the raw material and thé 
workmanship of which is domiciled in 
Pennsylvania, Cuba’s most prominent 
export is sugar. Will Cuba sugar be ad- 
mitted into the United States free in 
reciprocity for the importation into that 
island of Pennsylvania's machinery? If 
so, what will become of the cane sugar 
business of Louisiana, Georgia and Filor- 
ida? Are the cane growers of this sec- 
tion to be sacrificed for the advantage of 
the novelty makers of Connecticut? In 
this case we would not have the aid of the 
sugar trust, which would be concerned 
in the development of Cuban sugar to the 
neglect of our own immense cane area.”’ 
The Constitution sees in this proposf- 
tion the best evidence of sectionalism, 
but the destruction of the south’s sugar 
industry through reciprocity itn the inter- 
est of eastern manufacturers is not the 
only dahger to be feared. Once the prin- 
ciple is established that reciprocity can 
be us6éd to foster one section at the ex- 
pense of another, it would become uni- 
versal, 4nd the south, because of its po- 
litical weaknesse—that is, its lack of 
strength in the republican organization— 
would see its various industries surren- 
dered or discriminated against to 
strengthen and bolster up thoge of the 
north.

Squiers, secretary of legation at Pekin, 
copy of a report by Consul Miller on

A note from the officer in charge to the 
inspector general of customs reads: 

Tht imperial Russian provisional civil 
administration having opened a,custom 
house to collect, under foreign super- 
vision, dues and likin on junk cargoes, 
I transmit the statistics of that trade 
from the ist of April to the 30th of June, 
1901. ; 

On all cargoes arriving or leaving by 
sea-going junks, dues and duties were 
collected at treaty tariff rates—likin at 
the rate of four-fifths of 1 per cent ad 
valorem: on imports and one-half of 1 
per cent ad valorém on exports, except on 
certain staples, which were reduced last 
May to the rate formerly assessed by 
the native customs. Boats trading up 
river paid tonnage dues, but no duties 
were levied on Other cargoes. 

The dues, duties and likin collected dur- 
ing the quarter amounted to 132,324 haik- 
wan taels ($94,876), of which import duty 
covered 38,000 haikwan taels ($27,246) and 
export duty 32,000 haikwan taels ($22,944), 
the value of a haikwan tael on July 1, 
1901, being 71.7 cents. ° 
" In transmitting the above, Consul Mil- 
ler notes that the new tariff rates estab- 
lished by the Russians were said to be 
about eight times the previous Chinese 
tax, but on apetition of the Chinese 
merchants the rates were reduced, ex- 
perimentally, until August 1. The tariff 
on indian corn is 0,08 tael (2.15 cents) per 
picul (183 1-8 pounds); on grains, 0.01 tael 
(0.717 cents): on bean cake, 0.02 tael (1.434 
cents); on fine chinaware, 1 tael (71.7 
cents) per bundle; on coarse china, 0.6 
tael (43.02 cents); on black tea, 0.9 tael 
(44.6 cents) per picul; etc. He con- 
tinues: 

In addition to the above, and to the 
regular treaty duties, a tax of 2.5 taels 
($1.79) per annum is placed on each junk 
navigating the river, and tonnage dues 
of 2 cash (0.001434 cents) per ton on each 
junk going up the~river each trip. There 
is also a tonnage tax on each ocean junk, 
somewhat higher than the above. 

A system“of numbering and recording 
junks is being established, and already 
the number of river craft recorded is 
above 13,000. 

In the regular custome report for the 
quarter ended June 30, 1901, which prac- 
tically represents the-trade for the first 
half year (as the amount for the first 
quarter is very insignificant on account 
of the river being frozen), there is very 
little of special interest except to note 
that both the imports and exports fall 
considerably below those of the corre- 
sponding period for the two preceding 
years, the American piece-goods trade 
being only a little over one-half of what 
it was in 1899 and about the same as for 
the corresponding period of last year.

Our Deaf and Dumb. 
(From The Rome Tribune.) 

The state of Georgia has not been as 
liberal to the state’s school for deaf mutes 
as it should have been. This institution. 
as is well known, is located in this county 
at Cave Spring. a lovely village 16 miles 
south of Rome. It is a beautiful situa- 
tion, and a healthier spot could not be 
found in the entire state. 

But it is true that the school is very 
much overcrowded, and has been for 
years. Georgia has not done for the in- 
stitution as it should have done. Fortu- 
nately for the state, that great huniani- 
tarian, Superintendent W. O. Connor, 
has wisely expended the small appropria- 
ticns and made every penny go to the 
uttermost limit. 

Tennessee's liberality in caring or her 
deaf mutes is in striking contrast. In 1848 
immense buildings were erected at Knox- 
ville on a large tract of land. 
have since been added to until] the ex- 
penditure represents something over half 
a million dollars in magnificent buildings. 
Not an institution in Georgia, unless it 
be the insane asylum at Milledgeville. 
will compare with Tennessee's school for 
deaf mutes. 

It will make any Georgian blush with 
shame to see these palatial and commo- 
ious bhildings at Knoxville when com- 
pared in the mind with the small struc- 
tures at Cave Spring.

She tes- 
tified that she was cnticed to London under 
the promise of being taught music.

She was clothed in a solicd, 
dragelied white silk toga. The woman ev!i- 
dently had a powerful influence over the girl, 
Adams, ani leaned over the dock and gazed 
fixedly at the witness, evidently with the hope 
of intimidating her, or of feestablishing her 
hypnotic influence. But the girl frustrated 
the effort by turning her back to the female 
prisoner and looking eat the judge... Then 
tiring of her efforts, Mrs. Jackson demanded 
a chair, and seating herself in a corner of 
the dock interrupted the witness .with irrele- 
vant questions and objections until the court 
ordered her to desist. 

The teatimony, whith was of the vilest char- 
acter, related to the indignities which the wit- 
ness suffered at the hands of the male pris- 
oner, while she was a neophyte of the Theo- 
cratic Unity, under a promise that she would 
become a reincarnation of the Virgin Mary. 

The witness testified that she was so fully 
under thé prisoner’s influence at the time that 
she believed his claims of divine parentage. 
Revolting practices were exercised, both when 
they were alone and in the presence of Mra 
Jackson. 

At the close of the morning session Mrs. 
Jackson demanded of the court the return of 
the money taken from the prisoner by the au- 
thorities when they were arrested, but the 
court refused to grant her request. 

Mrs. Jackson also referred to William T. 
Stead’s recert repudiation of any knowledge 
of the prisoners, and called him ‘“‘that re- 
doubtable pro-Boer,”” and said Detective In- 
epector Cain disposed of a half dozen tetters 
which had been written by Mr. Steed to the 
accused. 

Daisy Adams spent the day on the witness 
stand. detailing Jackson's act of misconduct 
and Mrs. Jackson's urging her to consent to 
his wishes as he was the “Son of God and 
would not hurt her.*’ 

After Daisy Adams had learned of the expe- 
riences of other girls. she told Jackson that it 
was wrong for him to have so many wives. 
He retorted with scriptural illustrations, say- 


ing that Solomon had 300 wives and 600. 


“other wives.” 

During the presentation of the evidence Mrs. 
Jackson interrupted the witness, saying: 

“Did I ever give you immoral advice?’’ 

“Yes, many times,”* replied the witness. 

It was about twenty years ago that 
the First Methodist church of Atlanta 
announced an attract:on certain to create 
a sensation. She was the Princess Mon- 
tez, claiming to be a daughter of the no- 
torious Lola Montez who had forméd an 
alliance with the king of Bavaria, the re- 
sult of which was the lady who was 
to appear before an Atlanta congrega- 
tion. Her childhood had been passed in 
a convent in the Black Forest, where her 
longing for Protestantism was rudely re- 
pressed. Wscaving therefrom, she had re- 
solved to devote her life to religion, and 
to exposing “the errors of Romanism.” 

Being a ovrincess, her coming was 
eagerly awaited, and large congregations 
greeted her. It did not take long for her 
to change her religious discourses into an 
offensive attack on the personality of the 
Catholics. whom she denounced as ene- 
mies of the state. At one of her Wednes- 
day evening meetings she mentioned 
publicly the name of a lady present, 
who. was suspected of a leaning toward 
Rome, and called for prayers for her. 
The lady was deeply mortified at the 
unauthorized use of her name, and had 
the sympathy of all who knew her. 

The princess grew bolder each day un- 
til she took a carriage ride up Peachtree 
one day with Dr. Roderick Badger, a 
colored man now dead. That finished the 
work when the church was closed against 
her, and she returned to New York, 
where her character since has heen most 
unsavory. From New York she went to 
London, the result of which is seen in 
the telegram above quoted.

BIG DAYS FOR 
LITTLE DEPOT 


Motley Picture of Unhappy 
Humanity Presented at 
Car Shed. 


DANGER TO LIFE IS 
INCREASED BY CROWD 


In Atlanta’s Unsanitary and Inhos- 
pitable Depot the Crowd Yester- 
day Was Unusually Large. 
Comments Heard from 
Many Passengers. 


These are big days for Atlanta’s little 
depot. Crowds are coming in on each 
train that enters the city, and, at 12 
o'clock, when incoming and outgoing 
trains are thickest, the place presents a 
picturesque aspect. In this particular in- 
Stance the word picturesque applies not 
to a scene of beauty, but to a motley pic- 
ture of excited, perspirng and utterly un- 
happy humanity that throngs through 
the narrow gates and into the crowded 
streets beyond. 

And right here is a curious thing. The 
unsanitary arrangement of the depot has 
been stressed and the general inadequacy 
of the mserable structure commented on 
at great length. But the absolute dan- 
ger to life and limb during the crowded 
and feverish hours of the day has not 
been touched on sufficiently. The godess 
of good fortune that hovers over Atlan- 
ta is working overtime at the carshed 
and she has her hands full to keep scores 
of people from being killed or seriously 
wounded beneath the trains and trucks 
that crowd the narrow confines of this 
greatest travesty of the present time. 
Why it is that more people are not killed 
is a question hard to answer. But this 
good luck will not keep up if the: present 
conditions continue to exist. Some of 
these days a child or an aged person wil’ 
be caught beneath the wheels of a trair 
and life. will be snuffed out as the direct 
result of a condition that no other cit; 
in the country would stand. Then, maybe. 
Atlanta will wake up to the enormity of 
the death trap which she is maintaining. 
But it is a sad commentary on the city, 
the state and the railroad authorities, 
that such a catastrophe should be the 
awakening cause to a better condition. 

Big Crush Yesterday. 

There was an unusually large crowd 
at the depot yesterday at 12 o'clock. 
Visitors to the fair came in scores on al! 
trains. The .black. walls of the inhos- 
pitable place contained a mob of heteroge- 
neous humanity, all flurried and flustrated 
with the clang of bells, of the din of steam 
that made the carshed a veritable bedlam. 
For the space of fifteen or twenty min- 
utes excitement reigned supreme. It 
seemed for the time that every man, 
woman and child had succumbed com- 
pletely to bewilderment and excitement 
of the place. 

And there was good cause. The din 
of the depot was awful. Bells were clang- 
ing, steam valves were hissing, partiew 
were yelling at the top of their voices, 
trucks were rumbling and the conglomer- 


one distracted. Passengers were hurried 
hither and thither with as little consid- 
eration as cattle, and, so far as danger 
was concerned, the precautions were not 
near so great. One frail little woman 
from the country with a young babe in 
her arms was literally jammed up 
against thfe narrow iron gates by the 
eager crowd that hurried behind her. 
That she or the child was not hurt is 
nothing short of a miracle. 
Exit Is Inadequate. 

How many are daily injured going 
through those gates will never be known. 
The single exit from the trains to the 
waiting rooms and the street is scarcely 
more than 3 feet wide. Theré are times 
when hundreds are seeking to get out 
at the same time and the mad scrambi« 
at such times is terrifying to a timic 
woman or child. 

Colonel Charles McHenry, a prominent 
citizen of St. Louis, was in the city yes- 
terday for the first time in many years. 
He was impressed, disgusted, in fact, as 
all strangers are, with the carshed. In 
speaking of the matter he said: 

“Atlanta is one of the best advertised 
cities in the country. Out west we hear 
the. name on the tip of every tongue. 
Naturally, when I came in yesterday } 
expected to see at least a respectable 
looking depot. I kave not yet recoverec 
from the depressing effect of the firs‘ 
gloomy spectable that presented itself. 
The black outlines of the depot(the idea 
of that me strikes me as ridiculous), 
gave me an impression that it will ba 
hard to rid myseif of. It happened that 
I had an immediate engagement, so, after 
gome search, I finally managed to find 
the toilet room: It's a beauty—that toilet 
room! The-idea of a respectable man at- 
tempting to make a hasty toilet in that 
room was too much for me, and I left 
without washing my hands or brushing 
my clothes! 

“There was a time, before the present 
magnificent structure was erected, that 
I thought St. Louis was cursed wit) 
about the poorest passenger station to 
be found anywhere, but I know how that 
I was mistaken. Atlanta takes the palm 
in that direction. There isn’t a more mis- 
erable makeshift in the whole country 
and when I say this I do not corifine th: 
situation to cities of Atlanta’s size. Your 
earshed ts a crying disgrace and I am at 
joss to see how the public spirit that has 
made Atlanta what she is hag been so ut 
terly lacking in this one glaring particu- 
lar.”’ 

This is only one of hundreds of stra. 
comments that one may hear on all sides.

CAPT. HOWELL’S INTERVIEW. 
Captain Evan P. Howell's attention was 
called yesterday to a criticism of a Te- 
cent interview given out bv him in Wasn- 
ington, in which the critic, The Marietta 
Journal, in a friendly way said: — 

“Our friend, Captain Evan Howell, of 
Atlanta, was in Washington the . other 
day and gave advice to President Roose- 
velt how to build up a respectable repub- 
lican party in the south by not ‘coddling’ 
the negro, let him alone, and give.a pro- 
tective tariff to the south,’’ 

Of this Captain Howell said: “My 
friends-of The Marietta Journal evidently 
misunderstand my position. In the first 
place, I had no such interview with the 
president, and not one word was said 
about protection or politics in the brief 
talk I had with him. While in Washing- 
ton I simply called to pay my respects to 
the president, and during the conversa- 
tion no reference whatsoever was made to 
appointments, protection or politics. I 
do not usually proffer advice when I am 
not asked for it, and I certainly was not 
asked in this instance. 

“In regard to the interview with me 
printed in The New York Tribune, the 
correspondent of that paper, whom f 
know very well, asked me if there was 
any ‘chance to build up a white republican 
party in the south. 

“TIT answered that there certainly was no 
chance to build up such a party On the 
negro question, and if there was any 
at all it would be in the line of protection. 
This is a fact. While it cannot be denied 
that the overwhelming sentiment of the 
south is opposed to high protection, there 
are enough white men* who believe in 
modified protection and reciprocity to 
make a respectable republican party with 
the negro question eliminated. Of course, 
what I said was in no way intended to 
give The Tribune reporter to understand 
that I was in any way in favor of such 
an organization. I simply stated frankly 
what I thought it would be necessary 
for the republicans to do if they desired 
to establish a respectable organization in 
the south. I have said the same thing 
over and over again for the past twenty 
years, and at this late day it is not neces- 
sary for me to state that I have been in 
the democratic party too long and too 
actively to even dignify by denial the 
suggestion that I would ever be found 
anywhere else.”’ 


JUDGES AND SOLICITORS. 

Governor Candler must make appoint- 
ments of judges and solicitors in forty 
counties within the next week or ten 
days. In some of these counties there 
is only one officer to be appointed—either 
a judge or a solicitor—while in several 
of them appointments must be made to 
both pesitions. These are about the hot- 
test fights in some cases with which the 
governor has to contend. Compared to 
some of them, it is safd, a race for a 
United States senatorship is not a cir- 
cumstance. In one or two instances Gov- 
ernor Candler has received 1,000 to 1,500 
letters from applicants and friends of 
applicants with regard to their races, 
besides entertaining from one to a dozen 
callers nearly every day of the week. 
The race in Coweta county, 
been mentioned in this column, is/one in 
point. For the last two weeks the gov- 
ernor has received nearly 100 letters a day 
from that county relating to the candi- 
dates for judge and solicitor. But this is 
not the only one. The following is a 
list of the counties {n which appointments 
of judge and solicitor will have to be 
made at this session of the legislature, 
with the office to be filled given in each 
case.

AGAINST BUYING VOTES. 

It is more than probable that a bill will 
be introduced at the coming session of 
the general assembly to amend the law 
governing primary elections, so as to 
prevent the buying and selling of votes. 
This will come as a result of the dis- 
cussion following upon the recent pri- 
mary for ordinary of Chatham county, 
in which it was charged that much 
money was spent by some of the candi- 
dates, and which led to the investigation 
of the law and the discovery that there 
is in it no prohibition against the buying 
and selling of votes. Getting at it through 
challenging a man and prosecuting him: 
for perjury when he swears falsely would 
be a roundabout. way and one not likely 
to be employed to any extenrit. 

Democrats all over the state are in- 
tersted in maintaining the purity of the 
primary. There has been much discus- 
sion of the matter of late, especially 
among Officails at the capitol and mem- 
bers of the general assembly who have 
been in the city during the last few days. 
The general opinion is expressed that the 
law should be amended without delay, and 
there is little doubt that a bill looking to 
that end will be introduced at the coming 
session of the legislature. 


REMOVED TAX COLLECTOR. 

Comptroller General W. A. Wright re- 
ceived a letter yesterday from the chair- 
man of the county commissioners of 
Twiggs county saying that the bond of 
Tax Collector J. C. Everett had. been 
found insufficient and unsatisfactory; that 
the commissioners had removed him from 
office and had appointedS. E. Jones to 
take the place. Jones is now arranging 
to make his bond. 

This proceedings was looked upon as 
rather queer, since county commission- 
ers have no authority to remove tax col- 
lectors or other county officials. It is a 
matter which should first have been 
brought to the attention of the governor. 
Captain Wright wrote the chairmany say- 
ing while that proceeding might be sat- 
isfactory to the county it was not so to 
the state. The proper course for the com- 
missioners to pursue would have been to 
call the governor's attention to the mat- 
ter. The governor would then have call- 
ed on the tax eollector for a new bond 
and if he failed to make it a new official 
would have been named temporarily by 
the commissioners until a tax collector 
could be properly elected and quaufied. 

Everett will therefore remain tax col- 
lector until the governor has taken some 
action in the matter. Jones was illegally 
chosen and cannot-.be put in even tempo- 
rarily until it has been. determined 
whether Everett must and can make a 
new and satisfactory bond.

‘whe street committee of council has 
come to terms with the county commis- 
gioners and at iast it seems that the 
troublesome question of rumbling drays 
yanning noisily over the belgian blocks 
‘In the vicinity of the chamber of com- 
tmyerce and court house is to be settled. 

This is a question which has caused the 
wity fathers great trouble for some years 
past and repeated efforts have been made 
to abate the nuisance. 

At yesterday's meeting of the street 
committee it was decided to make a rec- 
emmendation ,o council that Pryor street 
from Mitchel! street to the railroad, and 
Hunter street from Pryor to Central 
avenue, be paved with asphalt at a cost 
of approximately $13,000. 

Oa account of the proximity of the 
court house the county commissioners 
were as deeply interested in the matter 
as the members of council. Forrest Adair, 
representing the county commissioners, 
was present st the meeting, and speaking 
for that body, agreed that the county 
would pay one-half of the cost of pav- 
was. some objection to extending 
the pavement all the way up to the rail- 
road. However, it was decided that the 
atreet would have to be paved sooner or 
later and the recommendation to council 
will ccntemplate paving to the railroad 
on Pryor street. 

The city at present has no funds avail- 
able for this purpose, and if council ap- 
proves the report of the street commit- 
tee, the necessary $13,000 will have to 
come out of next year’s appropriation, 
The matter will be taken up at the next 
meeting of council. 

To Improve Edgewood Avenue. 

At the same meeting it was decided to 
report favorably the expenditure of $1,000 
for the macadamizing of Edgewood av- 
enue. Joel Hurt appeared before the 
committee and spoke at some length in 
advocacy of this action.

Bernard B. Armstrong Died Suddenly 
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Joiner Asked To Pay a Fine. 
Other Cases Were 


The police board met in special session 
last night for the purpose of trying five 
officers of the department. 

The men under trial were John W. 
Dodd, chaigel with conduct unbecoming 
an officer; J L. Arendail, charged with 
being intoxicated and with using profane 
language on @ street car; John C. Joiner, 
charged with being asleep and with neg- 
lect of duty: W. W. Mitchell, charged 
with vegiect of duty and with being 
asleep while on duty; W. H. West, 
churged with sitting down while on duty. 
The last three officers named were sta- 


tioned at the fair grounds. 

In the case of Dodd, B. B. Hawkins, 
a saloon man, charged that he had treat- 
ed him reughly and offered to fight him 
after removing his badge. The officer 
with Dodd swore that he ordered Dodd 
to arrest Hawkins and Hawkins cursed 
the police and the police board and ag- 
gravated Dodd and that Dodd pulled off 
his badge. 

Hawkins made a ‘statement and testi- 
fied that he had been treated in a most 
outrageous manner; had been humiliated 
and dragged to the police barracks with- 
out cause. . 

After hearing Hawkins’ statement, 
Commissioner Jones moved that the 
charges against the officer be dismissed, 
Hawkins arose and said he wanted a fair 
showing. The motion was insisted upon 
and was carried unanimously. Hawkins 
again said he had not received just treat- 
ment. He was told that he could take his 
case before the city council. 

In the case against Arendall, Council- 
man Grady testified that he heard the 
officer use profane language on a trolley 
car, Captain Jennings testified that he 
saw the officer at the fair grounds per- 
ceptibly under the influence of an intoxi- 
cant. Three or four patrolmen testified 
that they saw Arendall at the fair 
grounds and they did not notice that he 
was drinking. By a unanimous vote of 
the board Arendaill was dismissed from 
the force. 

In the cases against West, Mitchell and 
Joiner, Captain McCurdy swore that 
Joiner was, to the best of his knowledge 
and belief, asleep at 8 o’clock Tuesday 
morning; that Mitchell was sitting down 
in the guard quarters asleep at the same 
time, and that West was there sitting 
down by the stove. 

The three officers testified for each 
other and they all swore that Joiner and 
Mitchell were not .asleep and that they 
went into the station to get warm, as 
the night was cold. 

The board dismissed the charges against 
Mitchell and West and found Joiner not 
guilty of being asleer but guilty of neg- 
lect of duty for allowing two men to 
warm at the same time. Joiner was fined 
five days’ vay or $10, and the chairman 
was asked to call him before the board 
and give him a reprimand. Chairman 
English told Joiner of the action of the 
board. and reminded him that he had 
neglected his duty and should have 
known better. 

Joiner pulled out a $10 bill and paid the 
fine in cash. It was the first time such a 
thing had been done in the history of 
the police derartment.
